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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: As discussed in the Final Action mailed 6/23/2008, 
the '010 patent does not teach away from the instant invention because it teaches "minimizing" the surface area of contact. For example, 
the '010 patent has several variations of elevations and depressions, each embodiment having a varying degree of minimizing the surface 
area of contact (i.e., not all embodiments create the smallest possible area of contact). Because adding the disclosed 
depressions/elevations to the interior flat surfaces of the inhaler would decrease the area of contact, examiner respectfully maintains that 
changing the shape of the depressions/elevations from parallel walls to tapered walls involves a mere routine change in shape to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, and does not patentably distinguish the instant invention over the prior art . 
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
